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The; relative quiet of the previous week, during which the incidents j. enenl * 
were limited to brief bursts of machine gun fire, was broken by artillery exchanges 
over the weekend. 

The Syrians and Israelis exchanged artillery fire Saturday and Sunday as 
the Syrians opened fire on Israeli construction units. The Israelis apparently 
were attempting to improve^ their defenses along the cease-fire line. The Syrians 
have, in the past, made a practice of firing on similar Israeli efforts. Casu- 
alties apparently were light on both sides. The Israelis characterized Saturday s 
action as minor. 

Although both sides continued the disengagement, the Egyptians and Israelis 
did become involved in an artillery exchange on Sunday. The action continued ior 
at least two hours. 
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
